LIGHT  HITTING,  errors,  and  some  bad  breaks  have  accounted 
for  Brigham  Young  University’s  misfortunes  in  the  Western  Divi- 
sion baseball  standings.  Up  to  date  the  Cougars  have  won  only 
three  of  their  ten  league  games,  and  four  of  their  ldsses  were  at 
the  hands  of  Utah. 

Light  hitting  and  errors  have  caused  the  Cats  most  of  their 
dismay,  but  bad  breaks  have  played  their  share  in  the  Cougar’s 
mishaps.  For  example,  in  Friday’s  game  of  the  Utah  series  two 
weeks  ago,  BYU  had  a man  on  first  and  second  base  in  the  first 
inning  with  one  out.  Phil  Oyler  slammed  a line-shot  down  the 
third  base  line  about  an  inch  off  the  ground.  The  ball  hit  third 
base,  bounced  high  in  the  air,  and  Utah’s  third  baseman,  Lou 
Mele,  took  the  ball,  stepped  on  third  base  to  force  the  runner 
coming  from  second. 

Now  if  the  ball  had  cleared  the  bag  and  gone  on  down  the 
left-field  line,  the  Cougars  probably  would  have  had  one  or  two 
runs,  with  one  or  two  menjn  scoring  position,  and  one  out.  As  it 
turned  out,  the  Cats  didn’t  score  in  the  inning.  If  they  had  gotten 
a jump  on  the  Redskins,  chances  are  that  they  probably  would  have 
played  better  ball. 


Actually  the  Cougars  have  a better  team  than  their 
record  would  indicate.  In  fact,  Montana  baseball  coach, 

Hal  Sherbeck,  thinks  BYU  has  the  best  team  in  the  divi- 
sion, as  does  BYU  Coach  Wayne  Tucker. 

Gary  LaComb,  Dave  Lewis,  Paul  Kitchen,  and  .Paul 
Haynie  have  been  hitting  the  ball  well  all  season,  but 
36  BYU  errors  in  10  division  games  have  made  the  differ- 
ence. That’s  an  average  of  better  than  three  errors  per 
game. 

Right  now  LaComb  is  the  leading  hitter  on  the  club.  In- 
cluding the  Montana  series, ' LaComb  has  12  hits  in  33  times  at 
bat  for  a .364. 


Last  season  LaComb  hit  .342  in  division  play,  but  Phil  Oyler’s 
bat  mark  of  .355  was  tops.  Other  top  hitters  of  last  year’s  team 
that  are  playing  this  season  include  Tom  Steinke,  .333,  and  Dave 
Lewis,  .308. 


BRIGHAM  Young  University’s 
intramural  program  is  just 
about  ready  to  wind  it  up  for 
another  summer’s  rest.  That 
means  it  is  time  for  another 
intramural  track  fest. 

At  press  time  there  were  few 
entries  for  the  cinder  classic,  but 
Director  Bill  Hafen  commented 
that  most  of  the  entries  usually 
make  it  barely  under  the  wire 
on  the  last  day.

RECORDS  SET  in  past  meets 
may  be  erased  this  year  as  a 
large  group  of  freshman  track 
stars  who  have  not  yet  earned 
their  letter  will  be  out  on  the 
oval  trying  to  best  those  marks. 

In  100-yard  dash,  the  record 
was  set  by  Louis  Hunter  in  1953 
at  10.4;  in  the  220  yard  dash, 
set  at  22.9  by  Ron  Bean  in  1954, 
and  in  the  440  yard  dash,  set 
in  1954  by  George  Larson  at  53.6 

In  the  middle  distances  Gene 
Lamb  holds  the  880  yard  run 
with  a time  of  2:12.7  and  Bok 
Suk  Shim  has  the  mile  mark  at 
4:50.7. 

The  140  yard  low  hurdles  is 
the  only  hurdle  event  in  the 
track  meet,  and  the  record 
held  by  Bernell  Mason  in  14.5. 
The  880  relay  mark  is  held  by 
the  Val  Hyric  team  of  Jack 
Lords,  Hal  Kindred,  Devon  Fife, 
and  Jack  Stone  in  1:39.5. 

THE  FIELD  EVENTS  records 
are  he|d  by  Clark  Greenhalgh 
in  the  pole  vault  at  11  feet.  This 
is  the  oldest  mark  in  the  books, 
and  was  set  in  1948.  The  high 
jump  bar  was  set  at  5 feet 
11-3/8  inches  when  John  Jor- 
genson cleared  it  last  year  for 
one  of  the  ten  new  records, 

Wayne  Chute  leaped  20  feet 
10%  inches  in  the  1954  broad 
jump  event.
